FEAK my readers will denounce me for shifting the 
position of the original papers and obituary notices 
from the beginning of the Bbgister — ^their natural 
place — ^to the end, but the change enables the book to make its 
appearance at least a fortnight earlier, because Farts I. to lY. can 
then be prepared and completed during the winter months, leaving 
only the miscellaneous papers and the memoirs to be added at the 
eleventh hour. I take this opportunity of thanking not only those 
who have contributed papers and statistics to the Begistbb and 
assisted me with the memoirs of deceased archers, but also those 
Hon. Secretaries who have kindly helped to make the various reports 
as accurate and complete as possible. I am indebted to Mr. Maxson 
for the whole of Part IV., a large portion of which has not been 
published. This gentleman retains the championship of the United 
States on both the American and the York Bounds, and secures first 
place in all the contests he attends ; he is an enthusiastic archer, 
and does what he can to attract his countrymen to the oldest of 
British sports. At home there is a decided quickening of the archery 
pulse, especially in Dorsetshire, where the West Dorset and Sherborne 
Societies have made a good start. In Sussex the Queen's Eoyal 
St. Leonard's Archers has been re-established, and members once 
more shoot on the pretty, sheltered ground which thirty years ago 
was said to be the easiest r&nge in England. The Four Shire Club 
has sprung into existence, having its headquarters in Oxfordshire, 
but hoping also to draw its members from the three other counties 
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covered by the title — Gloucestershire, Warwickshire, and Wof cester- 
shire. Further west, in Herefordshire, the Forest of Dean A.C. is 
trying to establish itself on a firmer basis, and, close by, the Wye A.C. 
has sprung up — ^possibly from the ashes of the Archers of the Wye. 
On the other hand, it is a matter for regret that, for the time at 
least, two such old clubs as the Cheadle and the Eaglan should have 
collapsed. 

Mrs. C. Bowly shot wonderfully well throughout the season of 
1893, and a glance at the statistics for that year will show how high 
a standard she maintained at both open and club meetings. In 
private practice she did still better, and aU but reached 600 on the 
Single National Bound. We give a few of the best :

(On the Cricket Ground.) 

Thuebday ANiy Friday, July 18th and 14th, 1898.

(Ten pairs of targets for the ladies and six pairs for the gentlemen.) 

The weather was dull but fine on both days— except for a little rain on Friday 
morning, which delayed the start of the 100 yards shooting for half an hour. 
The Championships of the South were won by Mrs. Haigh (on 3 points out of 8), 
of tht West Kent Archery Society, and Mr. F. A. Govett (on all 10 points), of the 
Boyal Toxophilite Society. His score on the Double York Bound was 1004, the 
highest obtained at a public meeting since 1886, when Mr. 0. E. Nesham scored 
1022 at the National. Miss Hyde made 8 good golds at one end at 60 yards on 
Friday, all three being within a diameter of 2 inches, and, with his last 3 arrows 
at 60 yards, Mr. Nesham also made 3 golds at one end the same day — ^it being the 
third time he had accomplished the feat this sununer— his second dozen at that 
distance yielding a score of 86.

FIFTIETH GRAND NATIONAL MEETING. 

At York. 

(On the Gentlemen of Yorkshire's Cricket Ground.) 

Wkdnkbda-t, Thuesdat, and Friday, August 2nd, 3rd, and 4th, 1893.

This bbino thb Jubilee Mebtinq a Special Badge was designed and given to all 
who shot on the occasion, likewise to those who entered but could not be present, 
to the Hon. Secretary, and to the Judges. There was a strong gusty wind on all 
three days, and the 100 yards' shooting was stopped by heavy rain on both 
Wednesday and Thursday. On the former day it fell in such torrents that it 
came through the tent during luncheon, and threatened a repetition of the wet 
afternoon which marked the first day of the meeting in 1844. Fortunately it 
cleared up, and there was no further interruption by ram that afternoon. After 
holding the Ladies' Championship for seven years in succession, Miss Legh had 
to relinquish it to Mrs. C. Bowly, of the Vale of White Horse Archers, who secured 
7i out of the 8 points. Mr. Gregson became Champion with 3 out of the 10 points, 
the remaining 7 points being distributed between five other men, but Mr. Perry 
Keene obtained the highest score. The. anomaly of Mr. Gregson winning the 
championship whilst nine others beat him in score gave rise to some correspon- 
dence in the Field. The committee of the G.N.A.S. took the matter up, and 
it was referred to an influential sub-committee to consider the question of 
retaining, modifying, or abolishing the points system, and to report thereon 
at the National Meeting of 1894. The lowness of the scores at the Jubilee 
Meeting" must be attributed to the strong variable winds which prevailed, and 
which rendered accurate shooting at the longer ranges most difficult. Mr. 
J. B. Wilson succeeded, notwithstanding, in making a pinhole gold at 80 yards 
on the Thursday, and Mrs. C. Bowly made 3 golds at 60 yards on the preceding 
day. 

The Handicap on Friday was won by Mrs. A. Waithman and Mr. Cholmon- 
deley, but the best actual scores were made by Mrs. C. Bowly and Miss Legh, who 
curiously enough were a tie both in hits and score (66 ... 896), and by Mr. G. L Aston. 
About 1.30 Col. Walrond announced the names of the champion and cbampioness 
for 1898, and other winners, and the prizes were distributed by the Eev. J. Higginson, 
the gentleman who took the first score prize at the initial meeting at York in 1844, 
and was one of its two hon. secretaries. Col. Walrond also gave a brief, but 
interesting account of the origin and growth of the National Meetings, and after 
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the osnal votes of thanks had been proposed, Mrs. Homiblow, the senior 
ex-championess on the ground, begged Mr. Palairet's acceptance of a gold badge, 
which the ladies competing wished to present to him as a slight souvenir of the 
Jubilee Meeting, and of their appreciation of all he had done for them on the 
occasion as hon. secretary. The headquarters of the Meeting were at the Boyal 
Station Hotel, and here, on the Wednesday evening, at a well attended general 
meeting of the G.N.A.S., Major 0. H. Fisher and Mr. Palairet were re-elected 
president and hon. sec., and Col. Lewin was chosen vice-president. Mr. 
ralairet stated that the society was in a flourishing condition and contained more 
members than at any previous time ; he also alluded to the loss it had sustained in 
the death of Col. Burton, and the members present commissioned him to convey to 
Mrs. Burton the expression of their sympathy. 

There were 168 entries (94 ladies and 74 gentlemen), but the following did not 
shoot : Miss E. Hollins, Mrs. D. Ainsworth, Viscountess Harberton, Mrs. Lewin, 
Miss Qrindall, Mrs. W. .J. Mason, Miss C. E. Smith, Mr. W. P. Meres, Mr.

*' 8.— Should any archer win the Medal more than once, a bar will be given 
instead of the Medal.

Fine weather on all three days, but a hot sun and a strong and baffling wind; 

rain came on during the last end at 60 yards on Friday. The Ladies' Gbampion* 

ship of the West resulted in a tie between Mrs. Kane, who won it in 1892, and 

Miss 0. Badf ord, who won it in 1888, each lady on the present occasion securing 
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3i out of the 8 Doints. Eule 16 of the Grand Western Archery Society provides 
that in the event of a tie in points they shall be redistributed amon/? those tieing, 
when, if the points are still a tie, each lady shall receive a Badge, the Silver 
Challenge Quiver remaining in the hands of the committee, and the names of both 
ladies being added thereto. 

Mr. T. T. S. Metcalfe, of the Vale of White Horse Archers, became Champion 
of the West with 9 out of the 10 points, and his was the highest score of the 
meeting. The lowness of the scores must be attributed (as at the National 
Meeting) to the hi^h and treacherous wind which blew on all three days, and 
which interfered greatly with the shooting. The winners were announced on 
Friday, on the ground, after luncheon, by Col. Walrond, and the prizes were 
distributed by Lady Medlycott. A handsome Testimonial of Silver Plate was 
presented at the same time to Col. Walrond, who had acted as Hon. Secretary of 
the Grand Western Meetings for the last twenty-flve years. The presentation 
was made by Mr. C. H. Everett, the senior member of the G.W.A.S. present, on 
behalf of the society and others, to the number of 112. There were 85 entries

The weather was fine but dull on all three days. A strong wind blew straight 
down the groand on Wednesday, and it rained on the following day during the 
last two ends, but did not stop the shooting. There was a tie in points for both 
the Championships of the North. Last year (1892) Mrs. D. Ainsworth and Miss 
Williamson were a tie in points (2^ each), and on a redistribution Mrs. Ainsworth 
secured 4^ points to Miss Williamson's 3^, and retained the champion honours 
she had held since 1885. This year (1893) the tables were turned. Mrs. Ainsworth 
and MisR Williamson were again a tie in points (3^ each), but, on the redistribu- 
tion, Miss Williamson obtained 4| points to Mrs. Ainsworth's SJ, and consequently 
became championess of the North. Among the gentlemen there was also a tie in 
points, between Mr. Gregson, the holder of the Championship, and Mr. F. B. Preston 
(5 each). No one else having any points, Mr. Gregson became champion of the 
North, under Regulation 12 (following Eule IC of the Grand National A.S.) as 
the maker of the highest score 620, Mr. Preston's score being 603. The best 
actual score was Mr. G. Bird's 757, but he being no longer resident in one of the 
northern counties was not eligible for the championship. On Thursday Miss 
Williamson made a good pinhole gold at 50 yards, and Mrs. Stokes, at the very 
last end, made a gold which won for her the best gold prize of the meeting. The 
winners were announced in front of the Pavilion, by Mr. Gregson, about two 
o'clock on Friday, and the prizes distributed by Major Stokes. Various votes of 
thinks followed, and Col. Ainsworth alluded, in feeling terms, to the death of 
Col. Burton, the personal friend of so many present, and one who had done so 
much to encourage and assist archery in the North of England. There were 
63 entries (34 ladies, 29 gentlemen), but the following did not shoot : Mrs. G. 
Bird, Mr. C. E. Nesham, Capt. C. H. Gamett, and Mr. H. Hamilton Palairet.

A challenge cup, presented by Dr. Cheyne, is awarded to the lady or 
gentleman making the most hits (aggregate) on tiie four Add nights, and it 
becomes the property of the winner when taken twice— not necessarily in 
succession. At the New Member's Competition the round consists of 48 arrows at 
60 yards and 24 at 50 yards, whilst at other competitions than the field nights ladies 
shoot 48 arrows at 40 yards and 24 at 30 yards. On field nights members have the 
option of shooting on Wednesday or Saturday. There were no Meetings in 1898.

The competition for this Arrow takes place annually, in the county of York, 
and is open to every archer in the United Kingdom upon payment of a small 
subscription to defray the expenses of the day. The shooting is at 100 yards, two 
arrows at an end, and the number of arrows varies according to the state of 
the weather, the number of competitors, and the number of targets ; but it is 
regulated so that there shall be two hours* shooting before lunch and the same 
afterwards. The Silver Arrow is awarded for the first hit in the gold, and the 
winner becomes "captain" for the ensuing year. The Silver Bugle is for the 
first hit in the red, and the winner becomes "lieutenant." A Transferable Gold 
Medal is awarded for most hits, the winner becoming " captain of numbers," and 
the Horn Spoon (as ancient as the silver arrow) is given for the last white. A 
Transferable Gold Medal is awarded for the highest score, and a Silvor Cup for the 
best gold, which becomes the property of anyone winning it three years in succes- 
sion. In addition, to these and some subscription prizes, there are the Thirsk 
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Bowmen Challenge Prizea, whicli are open to Torkshiremen only (native or resi- 
dent), and consist of a Silver Arrow, Bngle, and Medal, and a gold-embroidered 
Belt. These ancient insignia were presented by Major Peckitt, in 1884, for compe- 
tition at this Annual Meeting, but are to revert to the Thirsk Bowmen, should that 
Society be at any time resuscitated. 

Thb 220th Anniybbsaby of the competition for the Soobton Abbow was 
held upon the ground of tiie Yorkshire Gentlemen's cricket club at York on 
An&usT 1, when 144 arrows were shot at 100 yards (two arrows only being shot at 
an end).

The date of the formation of this Society is not known, but it is supposed to reach 
back to a very early period, as the name it bears, and the peculiar shooting 
arrangements and rules, handed down by tradition, and adopted on its revival in 
1788, plainly indicate. Its duration after this revival did not- extend beyond a 
period of Jour years; but the Society was again revived in the year 1820, and has 
continued to the present time. The number of members is limited to forty-two. 
The meetings are held in Springfield Park, Lancaster, by permission of the 
Trustees of the Bipley Hospital. The season conmiences early in April, the 
practice days being Wednesday in each week. A target meeting is held every 
month until September, when the seasoh closes with the annual prize meeting 
and ball. Members are divided into three classes— the York Round is shot by the 
first class only, the second and third classes not being required to shoot the 
hundred yards distance. Winners of the first prize in each class suffer a per- 
centage deduction at future prize meetings. The Challenge prizes awarded at the 
annual prize meetings are: The Champion's Gold Medal and Clasp for most 
** points" in the first class (this medal was presented by the Patroness In 
1789) ; the Large Silver Arrow, for the highest gross score in the second class 
(presented by the Patroness in 1788) ; the Small Silver Arrow, for the highest 
gross score in the third class (presented by the Patroness in 1820); the Gilt 
Arrow, for the best gold (presented by the Patroness in 1829) ; and the Centenary 
Challenge Prize, a silver jug (purchased by the Society in 1888) for the highest 
gross score made at any of the meetings during the season.

The *' Butts" are 112 feet long, and are covered in and heated with hot-water 
pipes, so that shooting may take place comfortably in any weather. The distance 
shot is 100 feet at a 4-inoh pasteboard target, and a hit counts two, but if there is 
no hit, the nearest arrow counts one, or two if the two arrows belonging to one 
man are nearer the target than any other. The Bound consists of twenty-one 
ends of two arrows each, and the Butt Medal is awarded for the highest aggregate 
Boore of the three Meetings. The ''Goose Prize," which is shot for on another 
occasion at the Butts, goes to the archer who first breaks a glass globe one inch in 
diameter; this is supposed to represent a gooseys head, which was originally the 
mark, the bird having been buried in the Butts, with ^e exception of its head, 
and this was shot at until it was struck and 1^ bird killed. At the 100 yards 
meetings the round is also twenty-one ends of two arrows each, and the usual 
4-feet targets are used, but the colours count 5, 4, 8, 2, and 1, instead of 9, 7, 5, 3, 
and 1, as in England. The third range is at 180 yards, and the number of arrows 
shot varies according to circumstances, but always two at an end, whilst the 
scoring is, as at the Butts, viz., two points for a hit or *' clout," and one point for 
the nearest arrow if there are no hits. In the competition for the Silver Bowl at 
this distance the number of ends is restricted to ten. The shooting at 100 and 180 
yards takes place at the Range Meadows, near Edinburgh. Once in three years a 
Match is shot against the Woodmen of Arden at 180 yards (nine ends of 2 arrows 
each), and in 1890 the two societies provided a handsome Silver Oup, which 
is shot for on the occasion of each contest, and of which the Boyal Company 
proved the first winners on August 6th of that year. 

The competition for the Butt Mbdal took place on December 17th, 1892; 
January 21st ; and February 17th, 1893. Scores :

The Woodmen of Arden held their Annual Grand Wardmote at the Forest Hall, 
Meriden, on July 31st, August 1st, 2nd, and 4th. The weather, on the whole, was 
very propitious, and the shooting was only slightly hindered on Friday by one or 
two showers. There was a goodly muster of Woodmen and their friends, and 
another Meriden week was added to the roll of pleasant gatherings. The following 
is the result of the various competitions during the week : 

Monday, July 31st.— The Master Forester's Medal, for the first gold, was won 
by the secretary, and the Senior Verderer's Medal, for the second gold, by Mr. J. F. 
Alston. 

Tuesday, August Ist.— The Bowl, presented to the Woodmen by the Boyal 
Company of Archers (Q.B.G.S.) as a challenge prize, was shot for at nine and ten 
score yards, eleven ends (22 arrows) at each distance. Mr. C. H. Inge by most 
excellent shooting easily carried off this prize; no other Woodman, though they 
tried hard, could get near him. At nine score yards he made 15 hits, 38 points ; 
at ten score, 14 hits, 33 points ; total, 29 hits, 71 points. This is the highest score 
with which this prize has yet been won. 

Wednesday, August 2nd.— The Silver Arrow was shot for at nine score 
yards, thirty Woodmen competing. Mr. 0. W. Digby and Mr. Inge, having 
each obtained two ends out of nine, shot off a tie, which Mr. Inge won by a 
brilliant shot, his first arrow being a clout. This was quite a *' gallery " shot, as 
it obliged the marker to go down on his back to mark it, to the amusement of 
the many onlookers. Miss Isabelle Palmer, having drawn the winner, was 

S resented with the gold arrow brooch and purse of shillings. On the same day 
[iss Wise won the ladies' score prize at 60 yards with 43 hits, 131 score (192, 
National scoring). Miss Addenbrooke won the prize for the best gold. Mr. G. 
Back won the visitor's prize (6 arrows). 

Fbiday, August 4th. — The Bugle Horn of Arden was shot for at eleven score 
yards, and there were twenty-two competitors. This coveted prize was won by the 
Bev. H. A. Back, who won three ends out of the nine shot. The wind was rather 
puffy, and rendered shooting at this long distance by no means easy, and a great 
deal of judgment had to be used in allowing for the wind. Indeed, the tents were 
more than once in danger owing to the treacherous character of the wind. Miss 
Bose Linton, having drawn the winner, was presented with the gold bugle brooch 
and purse of shillings. Miss Vernon won the ladies' score prize with 22 hits, 53 
score (81, National scoring), and Mrs. Fumeaux the prize for the best gold. 
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Among the gentlemen visitors, Mr. Q. Back and Mr. Vernon were equal with 17 
hits, but the former gentlemen withdrew his claim, having won in former years, 
and Mr. Vernon was therefore presented with the prize (a prize bow). 

Miss Darlington won the Arden Badge for ladies with (on the two days' 
shooting) 55 hits, 100 score (159, National scoring). The Eev. A. L. Willett and 
the Bey. H. Skipworth, having each obtained 54 hits during the week at the 100 
yards shooting, had to shoot off a tie. This was eventually won by Mr. Willett, 
after each shooting two ends. Thus Mr. Willett gained the gold medal as Oaptain 
of Numbers, and Mr. Skipworth the silver medal as Lieutenant of Numbers. 

Mr. G. H. Inge won the Warden's Medal for the greatest number of golda 
during the week (4), or rather three golds and one clout— -a clout counting as a 
gold. 

The balls were well attended both on Wednesday and Friday, and the Wood- 
men separated with the hope of meeting another year " to flght their battles o'er 
again."

The Fifteenth Annnal Target Meeting of the National Archery Association of 
the United States was held at Dayton, Ohio, Aug. 80th and Slst, and Sept. Ist. 
Owing to the counter attraction of the Columbian Exposition, it was again deemed 
adTisable to nnite the meetings of the National and the Ohio State Associations, 
to the latter of which a large proportion of the American archers belong. The 
targets were pitched on the Battery Park at the Soldiers' Home, a beautiful range 
overlooking the Miami Valley, in which the city of Dayton is situated, and the 
field placed in charge of the officers of the National Association. The weather 
was quite warm, but not so oppressively hot as at the meetings held on the same 
range in 1888 and 1889. The light was fair, but deceptive on the longer diRtances. 
The attendance was somewhat larger than it has been since 1889, and a better field 
of archers has never gathered in America. Three bowmen who have held the 
championship were present, besides several who have taken first place in the 
Ohio Association. The championships were again won by Mrs. Howell and Mr. 
Mazson. 

Several important amendments were made to the constitution tending to 
advance the interests of the National Association. The Potomoc Hound was 
abolished, and in lieu Uiereof a contest between teams of six ladies and gentlemen 
established. These are to be selected by records made prior to the teams contest 
at each meeting, and team members are barred in a general match to be shot at 
the same time by the remaining archers for the Potomac medals. The distances 
to be shot are, for gentiemen 60 yards, and for ladies 40 yards. Scores :

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THE ARCHERY SEASON, 1893. 

The finest and driest season on leoord was not productive of fine 
ftTerage shooting on the archery field. Accident, doubtless, played a 
principal part in bringing abont this nnezpected result, but was well 
supplemented by some actual falling back by leading archers. Most 
unfortunately the Jubilee National Meeting was fixed, with no ill 
intention on Mr. Falairet's part, for one of the very few wet and 
windy weeks of a long dry summer; whilst Mr. Walrond, if he 
secured for the Western Counties Meeting comparative immunity 
from rain, yet had not presaged the exceptionally baffling wind, which 
rendered high scoring at Sherborne an utter impossibility. As 
regards the falling back on the part of archers themselves, there may 
be instanced the manifest disablement of Mr. F. L. Cbvett, through 
the effects of severe illness, from doing his best in the struggle of a 
public meeting, whilst, as manifestly, Mr. Gregson was losing rather 
than improving his form as the season progressed. 

To proceed to some detailed notice of the principal events of the 
archery season of 1893. At Leamington, the accustomed scene of 
the Midland Counties Meeting, no charge could be laid against 
atmospheric conditions ; and here Mr. Nesham, taking due advant&ge 
of the still and fair weather, compiled one of the only two eminent 
scores which were made by gentlemen at the public meetings of last 
year — ^his 896 from 200 hits comprised good scoring at each of the 
ranges of the York Eound, and gave promise of greater things 
than he subsequently accomplished. Mr. Gregson was second in 
score with the creditable total of 772 from 184i hits. In commenting 
on the ladies' shooting, difficulty arises, as usual, from the very 
height of the standard to which the absolutely best amongst lady 
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archers have attained. Undoubtedly, to score in the National Bound 
200 at 60 yards and 125 at 50 yards is yery good shooting ; but, in 
these days, such scoring only secures a place towards the top of the 
ladies' prize list. On the present occasion Mrs. Bowly shot in excess 
of even the 700, on which some ladies seem to haye right to reckon 
as the result of their 144 shots, whilst Miss Legh, making the same 
number of hits with Mrs. Bowly, just fell short of 700 by fiye. It is 
satisfactory to note that the good shooting of the comparatively new 
aspirants to high place. Miss Hyde, who made 633 from 127 hits, and 
Miss D. Philips, who made 614 from 120 hits, was rewarded, 
through the levelling tendency of handicap, with the first and second 
of the ladies' prizes. As the accomplishment of a score of 600 on 
the ladies' round can hardly be regarded as of less merit than the 
scoring, on their round, of 700 by gentlemen, the ladies at this first 
meeting of 1893 undoubtedly maintained their comparative superiority 
— six scores of 600 being credited to ladies, as against three scores of 
700 credited to gentlemen. 

All external circumstances were again favourable to the suooesa 
of the Crystal Palace Meeting, held on July 13th and 14th, and some 
archers, at any rate, showed themselves fully capable ' of taking 
advantage of their opportunity. Mrs. Bowly shot phenomenally, 
scoring 822 from 140 hits in the two days' shooting ; whilst Mr. F. A. 
Grovett compiled the rarely made score of 1000 (1004 from 114 hits), 
this total — considering the additional change of distance in the 
gentlemen's round, and the neoessity entailed on the gentleman 
archer, by the 100 3rard8 distance, of using a bow which may be 
slightly beyond the strength which would be selected with view to 
the utmost nicety of loose — comparing not unfavourably even wifh 
Mrs. Bowly's great performance. The excellence of the conditions of 
shooting at the Crystal Palace is evidenced by such results from a 
dozen arrows (at the shorter distances) as Mr. 'Nesham's 12 hits 
86 score, Miss Hutchinson's 12 hits 82 score, and Mrs. Haigh's 12 hits 
82 score. And yet, apart from Mrs. Bowly's and Mr. F. A. Govett's 
scores, there was no average of exceptionally fine shooting at this 
meeting. Archers seem to have availed themselves of the absolutely 
perfect weather in which they were shooting only now and again, as, 
for instance, did Mrs. Stilwell and Mrs. Marshall on the second day 
at 60 yards, Mr. Hussey on the second day at 80 yards, add Mr. 
Nesham on the second day at 60 yards ; the final result being that. 
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with the ezoeption of Mrs. Bowly, Mn. Haigh alone amongst the 
ladies had advanoed her total mnch beyond 600; whilst, with the 
exception of Mr. F. A. Qovett, Mr. Hnssej alone had advanced his 
score much beyond 700. For once, howeyer, did the gentlemen at this 
meeting more than hold their own as against the ladies — five of the 
gentlemen's scores at any rate exceeding 700, whilst but four of the 
ladies* scores exceeded 600 — figures which are emphasised by the 
fact that the gentlemen numbered but twenty-nine against fifty 
ladies. The Championships of the Southern Counties were secured 
by Mrs. Haigh and Mr. F. A. Govett. 

And now, passing to the chief event in the archer's year, quite 
diiferent is the tale of shooting at the National (Jubilee) Meeting, 
which was held at York on August 2nd, 3rd, and 4th. Here, shooting 
was delayed by rain, and, when proceeded with, was subject to a bad 
light and was baffled by wind, which was both high and gusty. Under 
these circumstances great scoring was unattainable. Main interest 
attached to the points — (1) Who were the archers most capable of 
standing the strain of exceptionally adverse circumstances ? and (2) Is 
it possible to draw any instruction from the success of those who best 
bore such strain ? In the first place it is evident that common adverse 
circumstances do not altogether displace any leading archers 
from their pride of place — such circumstances but alter the 
relative positions of such archers inter se, Mr. F. A. Govett, 
having shot so brilliantly at the Crystal Palace, *^ came out " but 
eighth at York. Mr. Nesham, first at Leamington, was fifth at York. 
And why ? Because Mr. F. A. Govett, however brilliant a performer 
under favourable conditions, shoots in somewhat weak form, with low 
elbow, A>c., so cannot stand up against wind, whilst Mr. Nesham, 
though strong in actual position, gives wind the advantage of him 
through over-long " dwelling," and a shortened draw of arrow. Mr. 
F. L. Govett, on the other hand, though still shaky from illness, was, 
in virtue of more perfect form, the better man against the wind's 
buffets. Mr. Hussey too, who was shooting best, as to form, in the 
field of gentlemen, showed on the second day at the 80 yards range 
*' what might be done in a strong wind " through keeping form, and, 
but for a most trying light at the 60 yards range on the second day, or, 
possibly through some unconscious failure of nerve at a critical 
moment, would probably have gained the championship. What 
should be said of Mr. Perry Keene, who actually made highest score 
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at York, thongh, as he is himself aware, he is not shooting this year 
without fault P He, probably, owes his marked success at York and 
Sherborne to great strength of form, and to the advantage of an 
eccentric but exceptionally keen loose ; whilst, to say a word concern- 
ing Mr. Gregson, who, though only tenth in score, secured the 
championship by keeping steadily on the target and making the 
" greatest number of hits," Mr. Gregson was fast losing form when 
he shot at York — when he came on to Sherborne his form was 
temporarily gone — ^but, next to Mr. Hussey, Mr. Gregson was shooting 
at York better than any other gentleman on the field, i.e., he was 
carrying out to greater extent Ford's principles of good shooting, and 
though, owing to the retrogression which he was making, his arrows 
too much affected the outer rings of the target, yet was his success 
most fully deserved, as being due 'to still remaining correctness and 
consequent strength of form. 

Anything more inane then, to say the least of it, than the diatribe 
in the Field by a disappointed archer against the well-tried system 
of deciding the championship by points cannot well be imagined. Mr. 
Gregson's success tells for the system, not against it, if the best archer 
is one who can keep on the target despite of difficulties — the archer's 
difficulties being such as can only be overcome by that strength 
and correctness of form which, marred maybe by more or less of im- 
perfection, yet gave pride of place at York to Mr. Gregson, Mr. 
Keene, Mr. F. L. Govett, and Mr. Hussey — gave it, moreover, so con- 
spicuously to Mrs. Bowly, who, it may be remembered with advantage, 
taught herself solely from Ford's book, and is so brilliant an exponent 
in practice of his theory and principles. Mrs. Bowly, who secured the 
Ladies' Championship of 1893, despite stress of weather, with a score 
of 779 from 139 hits, accomplished an eveli wonderful performance, 
and thereby proved herself second to none who have attained to this 
highest honour. Not that even Mrs. Bowly is, for one moment, to be 
exalted at the expense of Miss Legh, who has done as great things 
in public — 1893, however, being Mrs. Bowly's year, not Miss Legh's. 
At York Miss Legh was shooting well, her hits on the first two days* 
shooting were only six less than those of Mrs. Bowly, whilst on the 
third day of the meeting she tied Mrs. Bowly both in hits and score 
(66 hits, 396 score). Miss Legh's shooting. is so perfect that she may 
be relied on to " come again " and yet again ! To other ladies, Mrs. 
Stilwell and Miss B. Oakley, who, under the conditions of shooting 
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at York, made over 600 on the National Bound, very great credit is 
due. As in the case of the gentlemen, nnfavonrable conditions only 
confirmed the reputation of those who had already attained the first 
rank. Miss Hampson is to be cong^tnlated on taking higher place 
than before. 

In the week after the National Meeting archers reassembled at 
^erbome, the scene of the Qrand Western Meeting of 1893. The 
tale of the shooting here is but the tale of York retold. Archers, 
with somewhat jaded energy, encountered a wind which, on 
account of its very exceptionally fitful character, was even more 
inimical to accurate shooting than the somewhat Btronger wind at 
York, the consequence being Mr. Metcalfe headed the gentlemen's 
score-sheet, and also secured the Championship of the Western 
Counties with the apparently very moderate score of 688 from 166 
hits ; but it should be observed that Mr. Perry Eeene, who was first 
in score at York, here made but 642, nor could Mr. Nesham or Mr. 
Eyre Hussey attain to their "totals'' of the previous week. In 
truth, the wind, on account of its fitfulness, might be termed im- 
possible, and Mr. Metcalfe, who shoots with bows of light 
weight, but has been in good form aU the season, really 
achieved a meritorious performance when securing his first Champion- 
ship of the West. Curiously enough, lady archers with so entirely 
different styles as Mrs. Kane and Miss C. Badford, " tied " for the 
Ladies' Championship at Sherborne. Under the adverse circnmstances 
of the contest the scoring of the ladies was, as in the case of the 
gentlemen, comparatively low — it could not be otherwise. Mrs. 
Heathoote, a promising shot hailing from the New Forest, attained 
to the second place in the ladies' prize-list, whilst Lieutenant Heathcote, 
amongst the gentlemen, obtained the prize for fourth score through 
steady and meritorious shooting. It is to be hoped that Lyndhurst 
may be the nursery of more good archers. The presentation of 
a handsome testimonial to Colonel Walrond, in recognition of his 
invaluable service to the Grand Western Archery Society, was a 
prominent and pleasant feature in the proceedings at Sherborne. 

The Grand Northern Meeting was held at Liverpool on August 
30th and 3lBt, and was remarkable through the occurrence of a tie 
for both the Ladies' and Gentlemen's Championships ; Mr. Gregson's 
priority in score ultimately securing him the coveted honour, so far as 
the gentlemen were concerned — and a re-distributed point being the 
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means of the attaiiunent of her first championBhip by Miss William- 
son. It may be well to note, at the present jnnotnre, how mnch of 
somewhat needed excitement and of sustained interest is, as in the 
present instance, added to Tozophilite competitions through the 
decision of championships by " points." Under this system a lead in 
score by one competitor need not utterly damp the efforts of others 
who have been keeping steadily on the target. A great merit liee, 
in fact, in the preclusion by this system of ezcessive advantage being' 
gained by a fluky number of central hits at any one distance, and in 
the imposition of necessity — on account of the importance given to 
" hits " — of steady shooting both at each range, and also up to the 
very close of a contest. Far distant be the day when that desire 
of the fluker is realised, and score alone is made the one determining^ 
factor in the award of the highest honours of the archery field ! Once 
was the trial given to this method of award, but so entirely to the 
disgust of archers and of their friends, that a return was speedily made 
to the award by points. With greatly improved weather, and on a 
veiy perfect ground, some improvement in scores was made at Liver- 
pool, yet not such improvement as should have been effected under so 
favourable circumstances. That good archer, Mr. 6. Bird, led the 
gentlemen with a score of 757, whilst Messrs. Hussey, F. L. Govett, 
and Aston were, at any rate, on the right side of 700. Miss Hyde, 
who had previously distinguished herself during the season, made a 
good ladies' score, but Miss Williamson, being unweighted by handi- 
cap, added a first prize to the honour of her Championship. 

The October Handicap Meeting in the Begent's Park has become 
for gentlemen second only in importance to a public meeting, and 
especially claims notice in a review of the Archery of 1893, as illus- 
trating the suggestion that the low average shooting of the year may 
probably be attributed, in considerable measure, to accidental 
circumstances. At this meeting there were made on the Double York 
Bound the unusual number of five soores which may rank as of first- 
class merit. They were made by Mr. Metcalfe (190 hits, 862 score), 
who carried off the chief prizes of the meeting, Mr. G. Bird (193 hits, 
845 score), Mr. C. Cholmondeley (182 hits, 836 score), Mr. C. E. 
Nesham (180 hits, 836 score), and Mr. E. W. Hussey (176 hits, 830 
score). Such shooting should be of happy augury as to the scores 
which shall be the fruit of the current year. 

Doubtless details of Mrs. Bowly's " record '* shooting in practice 
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will appear in another part of the Beoibtxb. Archers should note 
them, as, with some of Mr. Ford's wonderful "rounds," demon- 
strating the possibilities of the bow. Take into consideration that 
Mrs. Bowly has this year shot fifty-two snccessiYe rounds, on which 
the average score is 425, and it is not easy to avoid the conclusion 
that the fault is in the archer, and not in the archer's weapon, if 
ladies do not average a score of 320 ; whilst, following Mr. Ford only 
at a respectful distance, gentlemen should, on their rounds, average 
400. Mr. Ford's method and principles of shooting'^so well carried 
out in practice by Mrs. Bowly and Miss Piers Legh — ^are undoubtedly 
the only key to such success. In other words, archers must aim at 
the attainment of such accuracy of method and of such strength of 
form, as will enable them to " stand up to their work " and keep on 
the target despite inevitable difficulties of external conditions. Thus 
only can they thoroughly succeed under such trying circumstances as 
those of the Grand National and of the Qrand Western Meetings 
of 1893. 0. H. E. 



THE ARCHERY CHAMPIONSHIP. 

Assuming that the Committee decide to adopt a system of points, 
then I beg to offer some criticisms on the existing system, and a 
proposal for a new scheme. 

The present system takes note only of the first place for hits and 
score at each distance, and for gross hits and gross score, and it is to 
this fact, I think, that its failure is due. Two men may be so close 
together that to ignore the fact that the second man is close up works 
a great injustice. 

I have examined a large number of scores made at public 
meetings, and it will, I think, be found that the difference between 
the first and second and between the second and third places does not 
often amount to more than five per cent., and a system which ignores 
this fact is bound to gfive anomalous results. A careful inspection 
without the assistance of a system of points of the shooting at the 
National Meeting this year must have resulted in awarding the 
Championship elsewhere than where it went. I have the less 
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hesitation in taking the onrrent year as an instance as Mr. Gregsonis 
an old and valned friend, and as yet I have never had the pleasure 
of meeting Mr. Perry Eeene, and, therefore, I am entirely free from 
partiality in coming to this conclusion. Mr. Perry Keene was first in 
score and second in hits ; Mr. Gregson was first in hits and tenth in 
score, and Mr. Perry Eeene was only three hits, or about two per cent, 
behind Mr. Gregson in gross hits. There are the distances to be 
examined, and inspection of these as between the two men does not 
displace the result above indicated, namely, that Mr. Perry Eeene 
ought to have been put first. 

Now a good system of points ought to do automatically that 
which inspection does laboriously, and subject to the personal 
equation of the inspector. It ought also to investigate the relative 
positions of each pair of men. The present system allows a third 
archer to step in and by getting particular points avoid any 
comparison at the same distance between other men. 

For instance, A and B have done pretty evenly at all the 
distances, and have divided between them all the points except the 
100 yards points. Obviously one or other of them should be champion. 
C and D, however, take the points for hits and score at 100, and as 
the present system ignores all positions but the first, it refuses to 
examine into the claims of A and B at that distance. Again, as this 
year, A may beat B at the distances where he does beat him by a 
great deal more than B beats A at B*s distances, yet this 
consideration is neglected by the present system. 

Owing to there being no points for anyone but the first, the points 
are split whenever there is a tie, and thus an undue advantage is 
given to the other point holders. For instance, A, B and C tie for 
gross hits, D gets gross score and is tenth in hits, A is second, B 
third, and C fourth for gross score. D gets two points while A, B, and 
C only get § of a point each. If A's position is weighed against D's, 
A is clearly the better man, and yet he gets only ^ of D's points. It 
will be said that the giving of points to the second and third will 
still, as regards a tie for the third place, retain this objection. It 
will be seen, however, that I avoid it. 

There is one more criticism, and then I will unfold my own plan. 
I think hits and score are not of equal value at all distances. I have 
discussed this under a nom de plume in the Field, so I merely repeat 
my propositions, namely, that I think hits are more deserving than 
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score at 100 yards, equally deserring at 80 yards, and less so at 60 

yards.

I should like now to ansver a few criticisms in advance : — 

It will be said that this plan is complicated. My answer is that 
it is as easy to find ont the 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 5th, and 6th man as the 
1st, and that the allotting points and adding them np when this has 
been done is simplicity itself. If there should be a tie ioe the last 
place, then the scale may be run on for the necessary number of 
places and the points added and divided. The scheme really only 
requires a knowledge of simple addition and division. 

It may be said that my scheme will take longer to work out than 
the old one. I agree that it will be so, simply because it is more 
thorough in its examination, and my answer is that a little extra time 
is well spent in arriving at a more accurate result. I have, however, put 
it to the time test and have found the extra time really to be trifling. 

I should like to point out one side advantage of the proposal. It 
will be found that it divides the points fairly in proportion to merit. 
The present system may give, and has given, say, seven or eight points 
to one man and one to another, when the differences between their 
individual scores does not justify any such proportion. 

In conclusion, I may add with regret that I have no personal 

interest in the question. Some of my happiest days have been spent 

bow in hand, but now I am only a reader and admirer of other men's 

deeds, and my interest is tinged with sorrow that I am on the shelf.

Since the above was written it has occurred to me that my readers 
may take what I have written as being an advocacy of points. No 
doubt the thing to be arrived at is some system of selecting the most 
deserving archer, and until it is settled what merits constitute " the 
most deserving" it is diflficult to say whether a system of points is 
necessary or not. The system I have put forward will indicate 
pretty accurately the best " average " shot. It will not select 

P 
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necessarily the most brilliant if he be uncertain. Now it seems to 
me that if the championship is not awarded to the best average shot 
the only thing to be done is to give it either to the highest score or 
most hits. I believe that for many years the actnal champion has 
secured either one or other of these honours, and a simple plan would 
be to compare the relative performances of these two at the distances, 
or, simpler still, to say that the championship should go with the 
first prize. I have not seen any of the counter proposals, and, there- 
fore cannot criticise them, but I am certain that if we once go outside 
the two leaders for score and hits, an incomplete system of x>omt8 
must fail. O. L. C.

HOW TO FIND THE LEAST BEATEN CHAMPION. 

The discovery that, at the Grand National Archery Society's meeting' 
of 1893, the title of champion fell to the lot of a gentleman who did not 
win a gross score prize, because there were but eight such prizes, and 
whose name came out tenth in the gross score list, appeared to give a 
good deal of dissatisfaction generally, and more particularly amongst 
those who were inclined towards the adoption of some different rule 
for the selection of the champion by points or otherwise, in favour of 
some candidate other than Mr. Gregson, who acquired that honour. 

Now, let us see how some method for the discovery of the least 
beaten candidate, combined with the continued use of the present 
system of points, may be made to work. 

It is evident that the least beaten one would be the man who 
won all the ten points. This pre-eminent distinction was won by 
Mr. H. A. Ford, at Cheltenham in 1857, with the wonderful perfor- 
mance of

and also by Mr. Ford in 1854 at Shrewsbury, with

the distinction of champion having been first introduced at the Derby- 
Meeting of 1849, when Mr. Ford also won it with five points, Mr. 
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Moore having won four points, namely, two for gross score and one 
each for hits and score at 80 yards; whilst Mr. Attwood won the 
point for score at 100 yards. Mr. Ford also became champion with 
all the points at Exeter in 1858, 214 hits, 1076 score ; Major 0. H. 
Fisher at Winchester in 1874, 193 hits, 873 score ; and Mr. 0. E. 
Nesham at Southampton in 1890, 207 hits, 921 score. Bat in these 
levelling days a method for the discovery of superiority amongst the 
general mediocrity may be gathered from the mle that nsed to prevail 
for the selection of the prizes given for gross score and gross hits 
combined, which rule was finally abandoned in 1860, and will be 
most easily explained by the application of it at Bath in 1859, when 
the first fonr gentlemen on the gross score and hits prize list stood as 
follows :

Mr. A. Edmonstone 185 781 ; second in hits (2), foorthinscore (4) =^ 6 

Here anything above the unit (1) represents beating or punishment, 
of which Mr. Richardson got the most, and had to put up with the 
fourth prize, instead of the third, which it may be guessed he would 
have preferred. 

Now, ia the first instance, let this principle be applied to the 
holders of the champion points only, as amongst themselves, as 
perhaps it may be unnecessary ever to entertain the idea of an 
absolute outsider being cunning enough to lay claim to champion 
honours. 

The winners of the points last year were Messrs. Perry Keene, 
total score (719) ; Gregson, total hits (172) ; F. L. Qovett, score at 
100 yards (270) ; Gregson again, hits at 100 yards (67) ; Hussey, 
score and hits at 80 yards (scr. 344, hits 80) ; Metcalfe, score at 
60 yards (244) ; Fryer, hits at 60 yards (45) ; and Mr. Gregson, 
counting two for total hits and one for hits at 100 yards, counted 
three, which was more than any of the others could count for 
the championship. 

A somewhat different result will be obtained when the amount 
of punishment given and taken mutually by the holders of points is 

P 2 
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set out. The following table gives the full details of the shooting of 
each of the holders of champion points, and beneath each particnlar 
item of these details stands the figure representing the details of 
merit or demerit, merit being nniiy, and all other fig^ures demerit or 
beating. 

It must be premised that, in this calculation of merit and demerit, 
if a unit be taken to represent the particulars 6i merit gained at the 
three different distances, the logical representation of merit in gross 
hits and gross score should be one half each, but it seems that this 
need scarcely be adopted in the present case ; also in cases of much 
closer approximations than appear in the present case the punish- 
ment giyenby outsiders might be taken into consideration.

Here it appears that Mr.Keene was second in gross hits (2), first 
in groas score (1), third in hits at 100 yards (3), second in score at 
100 yards (2), second in hits at 80 yards (2), and second in score at 
80 yards (2), third in hits at 60 yards (3), and fourth in score at 
60 yards (4) ; his total of merit and demerit being 19, the lowest, and 
therefore the best. 

Even when the punishment delivered by outsiders is taken into 
consideration, Mr. Keene appears to be less affected than others, 
though he was beaten in hits at 100 yards by Mr. P. A. Govett (64), 
and Capt. Gamett (62) ; and in score at 100 yards by Mr. Aston 
(237), by Mr. P. A. Govett (242), and Capt. Gamett (244) ; and in 
his hits at 60 yards by a tie with Mr. P. A. Govett (42) ; and in score 
at 60 yards by Mr. Nesham (204), Mr. Aston (201), Mr. F. A. Govett 
(206), Mr. Prince (206), and Mr. Walker (201). 

This treatment of the champion points brings out Mr. Perry Keene

The introduction of one half instead of one to represent gross 
hits, and also to represent gross scores, alters Mr. Eeene's winning 
total to 18i from 19, and Mr. Ghregson*s from 27 to 26^.

P.S. — I have forgotten to mention that in the case of ties, I add 
the sum of the numbers representing the positions of the ties as if 
they had been unlike, divide by the number of ties, and I give the 
resulting number to each. As the champion only has to be found, it 
will seldom be necessary to carry the inquiry far. 



THE GRAND NATIONAL AROHERY SOOIETT. 
In the Archer's BsaiBTBR, 1883, 1 gave a short sketch of the society 
as it then was, and touched upon different points as to its future. 
Last year having witnessed the fiftieth Grand National Archeiy 
Meeting, I propose carrying up to date my then remarks ; the forth- 
coming issue of the Archery volume of the Badminton Library will 
of necessity cause these to be particularly brief. 

First, as to finance, the capital fund then alluded to has not 
certainly assumed gigantic proportions; it at present amounts to 
6991. Is. lOd. in Consols, to which has to be added 31. 88. which 
awaits the return to England of our kindly investor. This is, of 
course, but a short step towards the 50001. hoped for, but still is 
a help. 

The subscriptions from associated clubs, first started in 1881, 
continues at, as nearly as possible, the same level. At first this 
was treated as a deficit fund and not touched upon unless our 
local help proved deficient ; but for the last few years, under instruc- 
tion of the committee, it has been treated as a part of our annual 
income. 
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The difficulty of meeting onr annnal expenditure still continues ; 
though in some cases we receive support sufficient to carry us 
through, yet this state of affairs is very rare. 

The county cup for ladies, hinted at in 1883, was duly subscribed 
for, but assumed the form of six brooches, one for each of the 
winning team, to be held for one year only, and was first shot for in 
1884. 

Two additional challenge prizes have been added to our list : one, 
the Spedding Memorial Cup, presented by the members of the Boyal 
Tozophilite Society in memory of Mr. James Spedding, and which is 
held by the maker of the greatest gross score (gentlemen) ,* and, also 
for gentlemen, a cup presented by Major C. Hawkins Fisher, and shot 
for first at Oxford in 1889 ; this is awarded to the archer making 
most bits, the winner of the Spedding Cup being ineligible. 

In 1885 the society offered bronze medals to be competed for by 
residents in different counties, the chief stipulation being that 
gentlemen should shoot the York Bound, and ladies the National. 
These have been continued up to date, the demand for them fluctuating. 

In 1886 a new departure was taken, the society combining with 
the Grand Western Society, and holding a joint meeting at Bath, at 
which two very notable performanees Were made, viz.. Miss Bardswell's 
12 hits 90 score, 7 golds (3 in one target), at 50 yards, and Mr. Nesham's 
double York Bound of 204, 1022. 

Our last meeting, the fiftieth Grand National Archery Meeting — the 
first having been held at York in 1844 — was again located at York, and 
proved in many ways a success. The number of competitors was a 
decided increase upon that of previous years, and a chief feature of 
the meeting was the presentation by the society of a decoration to 
each competitor and official. Also the presence of the Bev. J. 
Higginson, who won the first score prize in 1844 (there was then no 
championship), was warmly welcomed by the assembled archers. Mr. 
Higginson distributed the prizes on the Friday. 

The weather was bad throughout, and considerably affected the 
shooting. Amongst the gentlemen an anomalous incident, in the 
opinion of many, occurred ; the championship falling to the maker of 
the tenth score, the said winner having three points, no other com- 
petitor more than two. This gave rise to considerable discussion, and 
a somewhat lengthy correspondence in the Field. Various suggestions 
were offered by way of producing a scheme which should work more satis- 
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factorily, and on October 12th a special meeting of the committee was 
held at the Boyal TozophHite grounds, and a snb-oommittee appointed 
to discuss the matter, and report to the general meeting in the 
ensuing summer. The sub-committee are, Messrs. F. L. Gk>vett, 
Hussey, Longman, and Nesbam, Lieut.-Cols. Lewin and Walrond, and 
the Hon. Sec. I may here say that the sub-committee have met 
twice, and though, so far, they belieye they have decided upon their 
report, must withhold the issue of it until each member has had time 
to carefully consider and see if any other proposal will meet the case 
more satisfactorily. The report wUl, at any rate, be in the hands of 
the members at least one month before the annual meeting, so that 
each and all may haye ample time to examine the question, and the 
sub-committee's proposal.

ARCHERY AND CARICATURE. 

Oabicatube as regards archery must be divided into two separate 
portions, the unintentional and the intentional. With respect to the 
first, there are a vast number of prints and pictures representing 
archery in some form or other which are only caricatures, though 
probably nothing was further from the artist's thoughts than the 
representation of anything which was not strictly accurate, and 
in all probability he has remained in blissful ignorance of his 
failure. 

These errors no doubt are generally the outcome of the total 
want of knowledge on the part of the artist of the subject which he 
endeavours to draw, coupled with a lack of sufficient observation. It 
is quite an exception to find any views of archery meetings which 
have appeared in the various illustrated papers which do not 
teem with inaccuracies, and it is difficult to believe in many instances 
that the artist was really present, though one may know that he was. 
Either the bows are made of the conventional Cupid shape, so 
modified by the individual taste and fancy of " our special artist " 
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that by no poesibilil^ oonld they send an arrow any distance, or else 
the shooters are standing in a variety of attitudes suggestive of 
anything but a knowledge on their part of the art of shooting. It is 
quite common to find the shooters represented standing in front of the 
targets packed as dose as herrings in a barrel, five or six shooting at 
a target at the same time. In some instances the targets they are 
shooting at are out of sight, in others not more than five hundred 
yards off. Drawing and loosing afford opportunities for the display 
of all sorts of eccentric attitudes and positions, and it is rare to find 
one archer in a proper position. Kor are these inaccuracies confined 
to newspaper illustrations ; they are to be found in many of the so- 
called " guides," and it is quite possible that some too confiding artist, 
conscientiously wishing to be correct, has, by studying these, been led 
into error. 

Two prints published in 1790 by Bowlandson are curious examples 
of how the same artist can be accurate when he is content to copy 
someone who knows what he is about, and what a mess he can 
make when he follows his own unaided ideas. Of these two prints one 
represents gentlemen and the other ladies shooting; they are not 
caricatures, and less so than many of this artist's more serious draw- 
ings very often are. The first-named plate is a close copy of the 
print engraved by Heath from a drawing by Sclater, and is a very 
accurate representation of an archer of tliat day in the act of shooting, 
as might be expected from Mr. Waring's having stood to Sclater for 
the principal figure. In the second plate, however, Bowlandson has 
gfiven free scope to his own rollicking imagination of what shootingr 
should be, and the result is that the ladies are shown shooting with 
bows about two feet long, and apparently '* treading the light fan- 
tastic toe '* while in the act of shooting. 

It is proposed to deal more in this article with what are intended 
to be caricatures or satirical prints than with those which are so by 
accident. It is a pretty well established fact that the more popular 
a sport or craze is, the more satire is vented upon it, the more carica- 
tures are found on the subject, and the more numerous the number of 
copies of each which are to be obtained. Though archery has at various 
periods experienced waves of popularity, it has never been since its 
disuse in war the sport of the masses, and consequently its votaries 
have been comparatively few in number. Now, as it is true that the 
more popular a sport is, the more caricatures are to be found about it. 
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80 also we find that unless a sport is very widespread, the older oarioa- 
tares abont it have become very scarce and difficult' to procure. This 
seems to be especially the case with respect to archery caricatures, 
as a long and careful search has, in most cases, resulted in the finding 
of only one copy of those published more than fifty years ago to 
which reference is made. One or two of the archery caricatures 
published at the end of the last century are somewhat personal, and 
owing to the coarseness prevalent at that period are best left un- 
described. 

The first caricature it is proposed to notice is the " Graces of 
Archery, or Elegant Airs, Attitudes, and Lady Traps,*' of which a out 
is given on the opposite page. It was published in' 1794, and is a 
caricature in the true sense of the word, as while real details 
are faithfully and carefully kept, the comic side is exaggerated, 
though not unduly. It is drawn by Ansel, consists of ten separate 
figures, each having a legend below it, a set of verses being 
underneath, and it is a skit on one of the Blackheath meetings. Any 
one attending a public meeting at the present time would be able to 
recognise, after allowing for the pardonable exaggeration, the fidelity 
of many of the attitudes represented. The first figure, which 
has under it ^'The skill of Tell," shows us a veteran archer 
" plastered," as the modem term appears to be, with medals and 
bugles which he has won, which probably accounts for his curious 
position, as he would find it difficult if he stood in the ordinary way to 
clear his string. The second figure ** The strength of Ulyses " (sic) 
shows the perils of overdrawing, and from both this and several of the 
others we learn that it was apparently customary in the last century to 
tuck the bow case into the belt, giving an appearance suggestive of the 
prehensile caudal appendage of our supposed ancestors. The third and 
fifth (" The grace of Apollo " and " The line of Beauty ") are slightly 
exaggerated representations of by no means uncommon types of 
shooters of the present day. The fourth and sixth ("As bold as 
Bobin" and "There's a leg") g^ive us somewhat self-satisfied 
individuals not unfrequently met with, while the seventh and eighth 
■ (" Does that there fellow want to be shot there ? " and " This way. 
Ladies) " represent the irate and mild archer disturbed by spectators, 
who are either walking behind or too close to the target; 
finally the last figure (" In the Bull's-eye ") shows us that the 
refreshment tent then, as now, formed an important part of the 
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day's proceedings. The yerses at the foot of this interesting print 
are — 

Lo, these are the yeomen, and these are the bowmen, 

And if thou wilt be one of the train, 

Take quiyer and bow, and feathers also, 

And coat of the brightest of green. 

Such a beautiful a^ht must the ladies delight ; 

Who then will not enter the list ? 

They may talk of Big Ben, and such sort of men, 

You are more than a match for their fist ! 

The skill of Tell you perhaps may excel, 

Or the grace of Apollo improye; 

Should this be the case, 'tis a duce to an ace. 

But yon conquer the heart of your loye. 

To Blackheath then repair, the resort of the fair, 

To yiew attitudes, figures, and graces. 

Where bold archers let fly to hit the bullseye, 

Or the eyes in their yisitors' faces I 

The day being spent, and no grub in the tent, 

Then hie to the man on the hill. 

Free from danger and fright, you may spend all the day 

In eating and drinking your flU ! 

There does not appear to have been any caricature on archery 
published for many years after, as the next we find was issued in 1829. 
It is called the " March of Archery," and represents in the foreground 
a gentleman in a red coat, shooting in a cramped attitude at a small 
target a short distance off. The skill of himself and his brother 
archers who stand round does not seem to have been great, as four 
arrows only are shown in the target, and these are all in the white, but 
on the other hand an unfortunate dog, who presumably was too 
inquisitive, is depicted as lying dead in front of the target, transfixed 
by an arrow. In the background all sorts of catastrophes are 
taking place. One unfortunate spectator has received an arrow in his 
eye, while two archers, one of whom is shot in the side, are struggling, 
the owner of the arrow being apparently anxious to retrieve it, while 
the wounded archer is bent on revenging himself. A group of ladies 
are tumbling over one another in their endeavours to get away, while 
an archer hurriedly advances with outstretched hand in a conciliatory- 
manner, who, from his paired look, seems to be the shooter who has 
hit the unlucky spectator in the eye. 

Four years later " The Bobin Hood Family, or Archery in 1833 "^ 
was published, which gives us a family party consisting of a father, 
mother, and several children, all attired in Bobin Hood and Maid 
Marian costumes, apparently bent on having a day's archery, the sign* 
post bearing the direction " To Shooter's Hill." The children, who 
are behind their parents, are determined not to waste time, and are 
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carefnlly shooting at each other and eyerything else within reaoh, 
while the younger ones, who are being dragged in a go-oart by a fat 
senrant, are, somewhat to his discomfort, making a butt of him. A 
small coloured print, " The Bad Archer," was pnblished about this 
time, and seema to refer, from the verses underneath, to an unskilful 
tailor who shot at a crow and killed his own pig. Seyeral other 
prints, such as " Shooting Stars," " Teaching the young idea how to 
shoot,*' were also published, but none of these hare any pretence to 
aconracy as to details, of which the " Graces of Archery " has a 
monopoly, till we come to the caricatures by John Leech, whose 
arohery experiences were probably picked up at his friend Dean 
Hole's. 

The first of Leech's archery caricatures, and also the best, is said 
to have been founded on an incident that happened at Dean Hole's. 
It is the one which was subsequently enlarged and reproduced in 
colours, and is called *'The Fair Tozophilites." An elderly lady, dressed 
in the voluminous skirts of the period, is shown sitting down by a tent, 
and her daughter comes running up to her, and says, " mamma ! 
I'm so delighted, I have just made the best gold and won the beautiful 
bracelet given by Captain Baffles." Her sister (a disappointed com- 
petitor), who is standing by, retorts : " Well, Constance, I think you 
had best not say much about it, you know it was a fluke, for you told me 
yon always shot with your eyes shut, as you feel so very nervous ! " 
The expression of the faces, and especially that of the stout elderly 
gentleman walking between the targets with a lady in the background, 
is inimitable. Leech's next archery print appeared in 1859, and is 
called the '* Boyal Knickerbocker Archers." It represents a group of 
girls (such as he alone could draw) at target practice, and suggests 
their probable rivalry to the volunteers, who were then being enrolled. 
This was followed by one or two more of no especial merit. Since 
Leech's time a few more or less feeble attempts have been made to 
produce humorous prints as regards archery, but they have been 
unconsciously but successfully rivalled by most of the illustrations 
intended as bond f4e representations of the sport. H. W. 
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FINGER TIPS. 

In the Abchib's BBaisTiui for 1883, p. 58, the following sentence 
oconrs :— 

"He" (Horace Ford) "then showed me how to hold my three 
shooting fingers on the string, and instructed me to take care to keep 
the tips of the three fingers perfectly leyel, do that the string might 
quit them all at the same instant." " There is much more," said he, 
"in this than many archers are aware, and few — ^very few — are 
sufficiently careful; therefore practice this point at all times, and 
never forget it." 

So said Horace Ford, and no doubt he was right ; but there still 
remains a difficulty, as Ford, no doubt, was aware. It is one thing to 
place the three fingers on the string, with their tips level, and another 
thing to ensure that the string shall quit them all at the same instant. 
Let anyone place his three shooting fingers against a bow-string with the 
tips level, and he will see that to do so the second finger must be drawn 
back, and, consequently, that it presses against the string at a different 
angle to the other two. When the arrow is drawn, this difiPerence in 
the angle is increased by reason of the curve of the string round the 
fingers. Now this difference in the angle necessarily gives a greater 
grip to the second finger than to the other two ; or, rather, gives the 
string a greater hold upon it ; and so, at the moment of relaxing the 
muscles to effect the loose, there will be a tendency for the string 
to cling more tightly to this finger, and so to draw it forward, and 
consequently to quit it last. 

Then there is another point. Although one sees many archers care- 
fully lay hold of the string with their fingers at right angles to it, 
yet, when the bow is drawn — the upper end of the bow usually leaning^ 
slightly to the right — it is a physical impossibility that the fingers 
should remain at right angles to the string ; at least, if the right 
elbow be kept well up, as, of course, it must. The fingers will neces- 
sarily point somewhat downwards, unless, indeed, the string be 
wrenched out of the straight line by a pull to the right of the third 
finger, and a pressure to the left of the first, which is not unf requently 
done, but is fatal to a good loose. This then puts the third finger at 
a further disadvantage, while it perhaps tends to equalise matters 
between the first and second. Many attempts have been made to 
counteract this second finger difficulty by special arrangements of 
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tips; but I do not know that any perfect cure has ever yet been 
found. The following are a few of my own experiments : 

I. Thickening the second finger tip so as to bring it to the level of 
the others when the second finger is bent at the same angle as they. 
I do not think that this plan would ever answer, on account of its 
depriving the second finger of the power of feeling the string suffi- 
ciently. 

n. Hardening the tip with quill, and other substances, in order to 
allow the string to slip off it more easily, and so counteract the extra 
grip alluded to above. This seemed even less successful than Experi- 
ment I., and, I think, from the same cause. 

m. Passing over a few other attempts with tips, to come to tabs. 
These seemed to promise to help the difficully; for, as the fingers all 
press on one piece of leather, it seems that they would be less likely 
to act independently; and I think the tab certainly does help to 
prevent the second finger from hanging on after the others. The 
ordinary tab, however, is made with holes to pass over the third joint 
of the fingers ; but, as in holding the string, the fingers should bend 
only at the first and second joints, the tab does not act so well in 
concert with the fingers, and is inclined to give a heaviness to the 
loose* The ordinary tab, too, is adapted to a position of the fingers 
perfectly at right angles to the string, not taking into account the 
downward position mentioned above. I tried for some years a small 
tab (Fig. I.) to pass over the second joints only, and also to allow for 
a downward position of the fingers. As far as the loose was concerned, 
I found it to act as well as anything I have ever tried, but gave it up 
at last, as I could not stand the discomfort of feeling as though my 
fingers were tied together. 

rV. But the experiments with the tab drew attention to another 
thing. The tip, being in the tubular form, is almost rigid ; but a 
flat piece of leather, even though thick, is very pliable; and, if 
the same thickness be obtained by several thin pieces, the result is 
still greater pliability. 

This led to the construction of a kind of double tab for each 
finger. It is made of a single piece of thin leather of the shape 
shown in Fig. II., the flap A being bent down forwards at the 
dotted line, and passed through the slit B ; the straps C C are sewn 
together to fit the second joint of the finger, as shown in Fig. III. 

A similar form could, of course, be made without the double flap, 
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bnt it would not be quite so pliable, aa it would need to be of thicker 
leather ; or a second flap could be sewn on, but sewing has a way of 
coming undone at inoonyenient times. The adyantages that I haye 
found in this arrangement are : — 

1. The tips neyer come off in shooting, or slip in the least deg^ree if 
properly fitted. 

2. They are much the most comfortable, and, as they do not confine 
or pinch the tips of the fingers, I haye neyer suffered from sore fingers 
since using them. 

3. From their great pliability, they allow of the string being drawn 
with hardly any bending of the fingers, except at the first joint, and 
consequently giye a yery easy loose. They do not entirely get oyer 
the second finger difficulty, but I haye found it a good thing to haye 
the second tip rather thicker than the other two, or to make it with 
a treble fiap. 

I may perhaps mention that I haye giyen the pattern to Mr. 
Bnchanan, who makes them for me of beautifully fine leather.

ODDMENTS OF ARCHERY. 



An Advbntubous Shot into the Past. 

It is so seldom that any mention of archery occurs in early history, 
perhaps for the yery reason that, except darts, stone throwing, and 
slings, bows and arrows furnished the only handily ayailable missiles, 
that any text, howeyer meagre, appears welcome. The following 
freely treated quotations may then possibly proye acceptable, as I do 
not recollect any preyious notice of them. 

Sismondi, in his " Histoire des Pran9ais'* — a history most naturally 
unpopular amongst the French, as he shows no disposition to cater 
for the somewhat infiated pride of oxir neighbours — quoting Ammianus 
Marcellinus, a Latin writer of the fourth century of the Christian era 
(who describes the period between 352 and 378, and was a companion 
of the Emperor Julian during his campaigns), relates the death of the 
Koman Emperor Yalentinian I., and the accession of his elder son 
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Gratian, then aged 16^ years, who had been ednoated by the Gallic 
poet AnsoninB. During a reign of almost nine years Gratian 
soaroely left Gaul (residing constantly at Treves), where he published 
useful laws and encouraged the cultivation of letters, hayingr 
abandoned the goyemment of Italy and Africa to Yalentinian 11., his 
younger brother, and that of the East to Theodosius the Great. 

An invasion of Germans provided Gratian an opportunity to display 
his valour by defeating them in a mighty pitched battle, fought near 
Colmar (now ceded to Prussia; in the month of May, 378, when the 
Germans are said to have lost 30,000 fighting men. 

But Gratian, during most of his reign, was rather guided than 
served by Mellobaudes, one of the kings of the Franks (by which 
title it is probable that the petty chiefs of this then warlike and 
masterful tribe were distinguished), who did not disdain to add to the 
title of king that of count or mayor of the household. His com- 
patriots furnished most excellent infantry, as they were steadfast, 
resolute, unshaken in combat, and yet dexterous in manoeuvring ; 
none were better qualified to replace, in the Imperial army, the 
ancient Boman infantry, to whom the subjugation of the whole of the 
then known world had been due. 

Before long, however, most unfortunately for himself, Gratian 
offended the Franks by a piece of mere youthful frivolity. In 
carrying out the skilful policy of the Boman Empire of sending* 
bodies of troops enlisted in one part of the empire to assist in the 
development or discipline of some other most distant part, a body of 
Alains was summoned (it may be almost said) from the banks of the 
Volga to those of the Seine. Gratian, who was most passionately 
fond of hunting, gladly welcomed these new comers, whom he 
admired enthusiastically as the most excellent archers, and the host 
light cavalry that could be found to engage with either men or wild 
beasts. Other less authorised invasions of these Alains, when they 
ravaged Graul and Spain, occurred later on, and some bands of them 
became settled in Graul in the course of the next century ; as, for 
instance, at Orleans and Valence. These Scythians took their departure 
from the district lying between the Black and Caspian seas. 

But the Bomans, though accustomed to admit Germans into their 
service, could not endure to have these Scythians, whom they despised, 
associated with them ; and the Franks, though they accepted with 
pride the designation of "Barbarians," demurred at being oon- 
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founded with the savage inhabitants of Tartary. Thas the ex- 
travagant f avonrs which the young Gratian heaped upon his new 
favouritieB, by rousing the bitter jealousy of his army, produced a 
revolution which ended in his downfall. 

For Magnus Maximus, who was in command under the Boman 
Empire in Great Britain, took advantage of the unpopularity of the 
Shnperor, and assumed the purple robe in England. The entire army 
of Gratian abandoned him to follow the colours of this new usurper. 
Gratian was reduced to flight, and killed at Lyons, August 25th, 
383. These later particulars are gathered from Zozimus, a Greek 
historian of the 5th century. 

Now, though the dexterity of these Alains was, as has been 
shown, highly unpopular at the time referred to, and even fatal to 
their employer, it does not appear to have been otherwise than highly 
advantageous to themselves in the many successful but cruelly con- 
ducted raids in which they were engaged, either on their own account 
ox in the employment of the leaders of other savage hordes, or even 
occasionally in the pay of the holders of fairly well constituted 
authority, yet it appears to me highly improbable that, if these 
same Alains, who may have been Caucasians like ourselves, had any 
special superiority in bow-arrow craft, they could have kept the 
secret of their skill from the dawning intelligence of the West through 
the whole century or so during which they seem to have occupied a 
prominent and separate existence amongst the other equally in- 
congruous items, out of which have grown the elements of some of the 
now existing western amalgamations of people or nationalities. 

In conclusion, I fear that I cannot show how the long bow (which 
it is quite possible these Alains did not use) originally came into 
vogue in England : but I think I can show that it is not necessary to 
agree with some writers who maintain that it was first introduced by 
those who had seen the skill of Eastern archers as practised fatally 
upon the Crusaders. 

As I am writing I learn that the Queen's Boyal St. Leonard's 
Archers is to be congratulated on a revival, and I draw this further 
conclusion — that the Normans arriving thereabouts in Sussex before 
the Conquest, implanted there a solid taste for archery, which they 
had gathered from those who had been taught by these original 
professors, the Alains, and brought it over with them in 1066 a.d.

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Some Abchebt Tekubes. 

There is one branch of archery lore which has not hitherto been 
noticed in the Abcheb's Begisteb, but which is interesting in an 
archeeological sense, namely, the mention of archers and arohery 
tackle in old charters. Many years ago, in feudal days, when lajids, 
estates, and messuages were held direct from the !E[ings of England 
by g^rant and petty serjeantry, on condition of performing certain 
military and other services, these constantly consist of providing 
archers and archers' equipments. 

One of the oldest examples of this is a rhyming charter, said to 
have been granted by William the Conqueror to the Hopeton family, 
which is as follows : 

To the heyres male of the Hopton lawfully begotten, 

To me and to myne, 

To thee and to thyne. 

While the water mnnes dind the sun doth shine 

For lacke of heyres to the Eynge againe. 

I, William, Kynge, 

In the third yeare of my reign 

Oiveto thee Norman Hunter, 

To me that art fieare, 

The Hoppe and Hoptowne, 

And All the bounds up and downe 

Under the earth to hell, 

Above the eartii to heaven, 

From me and from myne 

To thee and to thyne, 

As good and as fayre 

As ever mine wera 

To witness this is sooth 

I byte the waxe with my tooth 

Before Jugg*, Marode, and Margerie 

And my third son Henry, 

For one bowe and one arrowe 

When I come to hunt upon Garrow. 

A common form of tenure was to have to furnish an archer for a 
certain number of days in time of war. Thus, Aston Cantlow, in 
Warwickshire (called after the family of Oantelupe), was held by the 
service of " finding a foot soldier with a bow without a string, with a 
helmet or cap for 40 days when there was war in Wales.*' Brineston, 
in Cheshire, was held of the King in ca/pite by the service of finding a 
man in the army of the King, going into Scotland, barefoot, clothed 
with a shirt and breeches or drawers, having in one hand a bow with- 
out a string, and in the other an unfeathered arrow. In Glouceater-

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shire Nicolas le Aroher, of Stock, owed the service of one man on 
foot, with a bow and twenty-f oar arrows. 

The tenure in eapite by Boger Corbet, of the Manor of Chetting- 
ton, Salop, was a onrions one. He was bonnd to find a footman in 
the King's army in Wales with one bow, three arrows, and a pale, 
and carrying with him one bacon, or salted hog. Wben he came to 
tiie army he was to deliyer to the King's Marshall a moieiy of the 
bacon, the Marflhall was daily to deliver to him some of that moiety 
for his dinner as long as he stayed in the army, which he was to do 
as long as that half of bacon should last. This appears to be a 
singular method of conducting the commissariat of an army, and it 
must have been rather embarrassing for the Marshall to remember 
to whom each particular piece of bacon belonged. 

Ralph, le Fletcher held a messuage and six ox-gang^ of land in 
the town of Brudeley, lanoolnshire, by service of paying twenty 
fletched arrows into the Exchequer. Nicholas de Dagginworth paid 
the King three fletched arrows feathered with eagle's feathers for 
certain lands which he held at that place. 

Many of the Devonshire tenures enjoin certain services con- 
ditionally on the King's coming to hunt in the forests of Exmoor and 
Dartmoor. At Auri and Hole, Walter Aungerin held one carracute of 
land by serjeantry, that whensoever the King should hunt in the 
forest of Exmoor he should find for his use two barbed arrows. 
Qeoffrey de Alba-Marlia (Albermare) held the Manor of Limptone, by 
sending to the King, as often as he should hunt in the forest of Dart- 
moor, one loaf of oat bread worth half a farthing, and three barbed 
arrows with peacock's feathers. Eight acres of land were held by 
Morimer de La Barr, at La Barr, Devon, by the serjeantry of paying 
the King one salmon and two barbed arrows whensoever he should 
hirnt in the forest of Exmoor. 

Many other similar tenures could be quoted, and can be found in 
"Blounfs Tenures," the Oentleman's Magazine for 1835, and other 
works, from which the above extracts are made. H. W.

THOMAS RUSSELL DUNNE. 

1861—1894. 

This promiaing archer passed away on 5th Jannary, 1894, at the early 
age of 33, sincerely monmed by all who knew him. He was bom on 
1st January, 1861, the eldest son of Thomas Dunne, of Bircher Hall, 
Herefordshire, J.P. and D.L. ; and after being educated at Eton and 
Oxford (Brasenoee) joined the 3rd Battalion (Militia) of the Shropshire 
Light Infantry, in which he attained tke rank of captain. Later on he 
was a magistrate and D.L. for Herefordshire, and resided at Gatley 
Park, an old family seat, which he restored in 1890. He was a member 
of the Archers of the Teme, of the Lugg and Arrow A.S., and of the 
Herefordshire Bowmen. For some time he only shot at 60 yards, 
but he was persuaded by a neighbour to take up the longer ranges, 
and this he did with considerable success, and began in 1880 to 
attend the Public Meetings. The following were his best scores in 
public on the Double York fiound :

In 1884 there was a falling off, due, it is believed, to his using a 
541b. bow in the ambitious desire to shoot a " flat " arrow, a bow of 
that weight being far in excess of what he ought to haye used. He 
was neyer yery strong, and the strain of this bow completely wrecked 
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his shooting. The following year he caught a severe chill, which 
settled on his Inngs, and he had a bad attack of plenrisy, and the 
doctors told him he must in fatnre pass the winter abroad. This he 
did for several years, and it was at St. Moritz in December, 1893, 
that he was seized with inflnenza, which, with his delicate chest, 
proved fatal after a short illness. There, as in his own conntry, he 
had many friends ; he was a great favourite with all with whom he 
eame in contact, for, with a quiet unassuming manner, he was always 
the same — a most cheerful and friendly companion. T. M. 



MISS MARIAN ELLIS. 

Miss Ellis-, of the Old Cottage, Widmore, Bromley, Kent, so long 
identified with th6 West Kent Archery Society, died very suddenly 
on April 27th, 1894. She had contracted a somewhat severe chill a 
few days before, but, notwithstanding severe feverish symptoms set 
in, no one anticipated a fatal termination of her illness ; however, to 
the gre&t grief of her numerous archery and other friends, the end 
came from failure of the heart's action. Miss Ellis was the daughter 
of Mr. Thomas Flower Ellis, barrister-at-law, and from her early 
days lived with her cousins, the Misses Telford, at Widmore. She 
was one of the founders of the West Kent Archery Society in 1864, 
when the society met on Chislehurst Common, and was present at the 
first meeting on June 20th of that year. From that day till the 
summer of 1885, Miss Ellis rarely missed one of the weekly Bow 
Meetings. On June 29th, 1868, the society met for the first time at 
Widmore, on the ground placed at its disposal by Miss Telfbrd, and 
where it has continued to meet, through the kindness of Miss Ellis, 
ever since. 

Miss Ellis shot for nineteen consecutive years at the Crystal 
Palace, viz., from 1867 to 1885 inclusive, and was a frequent com- 
petitor at the Grand National, where she became the possessor of 
nine brooches. ' She was interred in the family vault at the parish 
church, Bromley, on May 2nd, amid many manifestationB of grief, the 
West Kent Archery Society being represented by four members of its 
committee. Miss Ellis was in her sixty-seventh year.

ROBERT GARNETT. 

Thb late Mr. Bobert Qamett was one of the band who gathered 
round OctaTins Luard, Peckitt, and Higginson at the first National 
Archery meeting at York. He was one of three brothers who 
constantly shot in the earlier years of the meeting, and though less 
snocessfnl than either Charles or Henry Gkimett, was a not nnfreqnent 
taker of prizes. In 1849 at Derby he had the prize for the greatest 
niunber of hits at sixty yards; in 1851 at Leamington, that for 
greatest gross score (local); and in 1852 the second prize for the 
same. He held the challenge bngle for the best annnal score at 
Lichfield more than once; and among the Woodmen of Arden, of 
which society he was a member for many years, was Captain of 
Numbers in 1851 and 1852, and Lieatenant in 1848 and 1853. He 
was also an accomplished musician, a thorough sportsman, and highly 
esteemed in every relation of life.

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WILLIAM MORSE GRAILT HEWITT, M.D., F.R.O.P., 
F.R.S. Ed. 

Db. Gbailt Hewitt was one of the oldest members of the Boyal 
Tozophilite Society, having been elected so far back as 1863, and 
continuing a member until 1892. He was never a great archer, but 
was always much interested in archery. Of late years he was seldom 
seen in the grounds of the B.T.S., for his incessant work as a leading 
and popular medical man, and more recently his failing health, pre- 
vented his taking part in the weekly Target Meetings. Dr. Graily 
Hewitt was bom August 3rd, 1828, and died August 27th, 1893* 
He was the eldest son of Mr. William Hewitt, of Badbury, in 
Wiltshire,, and received his medical education at University College, 
London, where he graduated M.B. in 1850, obtaining honours in all 
subjects. He subsequently held many medical appointments, among 
them being the chair of midwifery at University College, which he 
held for twenty-two years. He was President of the Obstetrical 
Society of London, which he partly founded, and also a member of 
various learned societies. He wrote numerous works on pathological 
matters and the subjects dealing with his special branch of medicine, 
his chief work, '' The Fftthology, Diagnosis, and Treatment of Diseases 
of Women," obtaining a widespread popularity and reaching a fourth 
edition. He married, in 1853, Miss HoUis, a lady well known and 
greatly liked in archery circles. He had a large and aristocratic 
practice, few physicians inspiring such confidence in their patients 
as he did, whilst his kindness and benevolence to all who needed help 
have left many a grateful and sorrowing heart to mourn his loss

MRS. EYRE W. HUSSEY. 

" It is with much regret that we announce the death of Mrs. Eyre 
Hussey, and to the bulk of archers the news will be a great 
and unexpected shock. Not only in the archery field, where she 
was one of the best shots of the day, but also at the social 
evening gathering^ of our public archery meetings, she will be 
sadly missed by a large circle of friends. She was a member 
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of the Herefordshire Bowmen and of the Cheltenham Archers, and 
was also a well-known and weloome visitor at the meetings of the 
Dfid-Snrrey and other societies. The last prize she won at a pnblic 
meeting was at the Grand Northern, at Liverpool, at the end of 
Angnst, when she was third in the scores, and she had earlier in the 
month been one of the six ladies who represented Glonoestershire (the 
winning oonnty) in the county team competition at the Grand 
National. Mrs. Eyre Hussey died at Bromesberrow Beotory on 
November 8th, 1893." 

The above brief announcement is taken from the Field of November 
18th, 1893, but we feel sure that arohers will be glad to hear more of 
the lady who took a prominent part in so many of their contests, and 
who since the last meeting has passed to her rest. It was at the 
Grand National, at Bath, in 1870, that Mrs. Hussey first shot at a 
public meeting, and on that occasion she won the first handicap prize. 
This was the beginning of a long series of successes, for although 
during the next ten years her name was only to be seen occasionally 
in the prize lists at the public meetings, from 1880 onwards it was 
seldom absent. A glance at the subjoined list of scores over 600 on 
the I>ouble National Bound will testify to this :

At the meeting of the Cheltenham Archers on Jnly 6th, 1888, Mrs. 
Hnssey shot a dozen at 50 yards, which realised 90 from 12 hits, of 
which 5 were golds, and at the Leamington meeting in 1888 she made 
3 golds at one end, and in the following year she performed the same 
feat at 50 yards on the same ground, on each of the two days of 
the meeting ; whilst in 1884 and 1887 she did it at 60 yards on the 
Ladies' Day (Royal Toxophilite Society). 

When in form, and that was wholly a question of health and nerve, 
Mrs. Hussey*s shooting was most uniform and free from ups and 
downs. Of. late years it averaged — as will be seen from the above 
table, and confirmed by private practice — about 340 on the National 
Bound ; she seldom exceeded 400, but on one occasion she reached 
452 in the dusk of the evening, when it was so dark that a dropped 
arrow must have remained until the next day. Her style of shooting 
has never been surpassed as a model of ease and power — a 321b. 
bow drawn without an effort, and an arrow as " flat as Fisher's." 
She could not comfortably manage a lighter bow, nor a self, the 
resistance of a yew-backed yew suiting her better than any other. 
She thoroughly enjoyed the Public Meetings for the numerous 
friendships she formed and kept up at them, and she was, moreover, a 
most unselfish shooter, there being several instances of her having 
entirely sacrificed her own shooting by bustling about to look after 
someone else who was nervous or unwell. Some of her friends will 
be surprised to learn that she shot very little at home, just enough 
during the season to keep the muscles in order, generally going 
through a round by herself thrice a week after five o'clock tea. 
Mrs. Hussey was a sensible, practical woman, a kind and pleasant 
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hostess, and a real sympathiser with the sick and needy. We quote 
in conclnsion the words of one who knew her well : 

" It was not in the archery world that one conld appreciate what 
she was. None bnt those who have had the privilege of knowing her 
in her own home conld realise how she was the centre of all that was 
good, both there and in her hnsband's parish, where her nnselfishnees 
and beantifnl nature endeared her to aU. I have accompanied her on 
many ocdasions to ontlying cottages, where her cheery manner and 
helpful words have been veritable * sunshine in shady places,' and 
have known of lives being saved even in cases where the doctor had 
given up hope, when, through her untiring patience (often at the 
sacrifice of whole nights of rest) she has been the means of restoring- 
many to their dear ones. Some might think her chief characteristic 
to have been organization, for she was a bom organiser, and it has 
surprised many how, from small materials and through diflGiculties that 
would have overcome most people, she provided delightful social 
entertainments for personal friends in every rank of life. I could fill 
pages of delightful traits and characteristics, and yet not make it 
fully understood how great her loss is to the many who knew her 
well, and especially to those who were blessed with a friendship that 
never failed, and an ever ready help in all the difficulties of life." 



THE REV. EDWIN MEYRICK, M.A. 
Born Nov. 7th, 1815; Died April 13th, 1893. 
AuoNasT the supporters of archery it would be difficult to find 
one more staunch or true than the Bev. E. Meyrick, formerly vicar of 
Ohisledon, Wilts. He commenced his career as an archer by winning 
a subscription plate to be shot for at Benham in 1833, open to All 
England, before he was eighteen years of age, and in the following 
year made the second best score and the highest number of hits in a 
match between the West Berks Archers and the Boyal Toxophilite 
- Society (eleven a side), which took place on the Toxophilite ground, 
and which resulted in a win, by hits, though not by score, for the 
West Berks Archers. 

The Eev. E. Meyrick won a gold medal of the value of twenty-one 
guineas, presented in honour of Her Majesty's Coronation in 1838, 
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by the St. Leonard's Archers, at Hastmgs. The medal was executed 
by Wyon, and was given by the Qneen herself. Two medals only were 
stmok from this die (Prince Albert graoioi^sly accepted the duplicate). 

In 1844 the Bev. E. Meyrick was second for the gpreatest number 
of hits at the first Grand National at York, and was the winner of a 
cup of the value of .£25. 

During his long career as an archer the Bev. £. Meyrick won 
a nimiber of valuable prizes, the greater part of which are now 
in the possession of his family, but with all this he was 
singfularly reserved and modest, and has left no record, except his 
prizes, of his various successes. His style was one peculiar to him- 
self, and he never drew to within Sin. or 4in. of the head. His 
arrows flew high, but notwithstanding, he was particularly accurate 
at 100 yards, and was a most steady and reliable shot. Although 
his scores never attained to those of the greatest archers, such as 
Ford, and the more modem of first-cUss archers, nevertheless as a 
pioneer in the sport his scores were decidedly good, and to within a 
few weeks of his death, at the age of 77, he retained a love for his 
bow and arrows, and his last three arrows at 80 yards #ere a gold, 
a blue, and a black. In spite of failing health he had made up his 
mind to be present at the Jubilee meeting at York in 1893, if 
possible, but his death took place in April of that year. 

To his son, the Bev. A. Meyrick, he left his gold medal and 
various other mementos of his life as an archer.

HARTLEY SAGAR. 

1814—1894. 
Ths announcement of Mr. Sagar's death will have come as a surprise 
to many of his old archery companions, and we think few of those who 
saw him at his last Public Meeting either saw traces of illness or had 
any idea that he was verging on four score years. The end, however, 
came suddenly at last from gout in the heart, and he passed away 
peaceably on March 20th, 1894. Hartley Sagar was bom at Colne, 
in Lancashire, in 1813, and educated at Leeds. On the death of his 
father, from whom he had learnt the business of cotton-weaver, he 
began work on his own account, and for many years successfully 
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oanied on a similar business. In 1869 be married Miss Williamson, 
of Qneniborongh, and retired into private life. He took up arohery, 
soon acquired a g^eat love for it, and rapidly became a very fair 
shot. We find him winning the fifth score prize at the Grand 
National at Cheltenham in 1872 with 616 from 142 hits, and the 
subjoined table will show how steadily he kept up his interest in 
archery, and how well able he was to hold his own at the various 
Public Meetings. His shooting only just fell short of being very 
good. He was remarkable for his upright and strong position, and 
for the regularity of his movements in drawing his arrow. Un- 
fortunately, his loose was imperfect. He seemed not to quite com- 
prehend this final nicety, and was too "rough and ready*' in his 
method on this point ; consequently, his shooting was not altogether 
to be relied upon, although his loosing on the draw caused his arrows 
to iy well and low. For some years past Mr. Sagar had lived at 
Leamington, and he endeavoured, but without success, to establish 
an archery club there. It was seldom that he missed the Annual 
Meeting in the Jephson Gbxdens of that picturesque town, and now 
his friends must sadly realise that they will no more hear the 
familiar '' Well, old friend," with which he was wont to greet them 
on such occasions.

MRS. CHARLES P. TOMKINS. 

Mbb. Tomkins died on December 19th, 1893, after a short illness. 
Her loss will be greatly felt by a wide circle of private friends, but 
by none more than by the members of the Beddington Park Archers 
(of which society she had been a member from its commencement), by 
whom she will long be remembered for her unvarying kindness and 
nnselfishness, and for the keen interest which she always evinced in 
the welfare of the society. 

Though she never attained to any great excellence as a shot, Mrs. 
Tomkins was very fond of archery, both for its own sake and also as a 
social pastime, and of late years has been frequently a competitor at 
the annual Crystal Palace meeting, where she made the following 
scores :
